The instant application is deemed to be directed to a non-obvious 

improvement over the invention patented in Ortega et al. (US 6,144,958) 
which teaches searches for and identifying matches between units of an 
input query and reference data, and forming output data, however, 
regarding claims 9 and 23, Ortega nor any obvious combination teaches 
identifying unmatched units syntactically linked to matched units, and 
where unmatched units are identified, generating context data in the form 
of one or more unmatched units having a predefined syntactic relationship 
to one of the matched units, including where there are unmatched units in 
the query, generating context data in the form of one or more unmatched 
units of the reference data, each unmatched unit having a predefined 
syntactic relationship to one or more of the matched units, said generating 
means operating in accordance with one or more rules defining 
contextually important modification relationships between matched and 
unmatched units. 
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6. Claims 2, 4, 10, 12, 17-21 are allowed as their parent claims have 
been deemed allowable.
